Vare’s sudden appearance in the 
commanding role which common 
consent had assigned to Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon 
was the most astounding develop- 
ment of the convention. Ninety- 
nine per cent of the politicians and 
hewspapermen were caught nap- 
ping, and it is unlikely that the 
public fully realizes yet what hap- 
pened. Among the surprised ones 
were Secretary Mellon, himself, and 
his spokesman and lieutenant, 
Senator David Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, 

Vare’s success in seizing and ex- 
ercising such power was due, first, 
to the singular key position which 
the Pennsylvania delegation occu. 
pied in the convention, and second, 
to Vare’s own craftiness as a poli- 
tician. What he did in each in- 
stance was to pick the candidate 
with the greatest underlying 
strength and push him over by 
throwing the bulk of the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation to his suppert. 

The general assumption that 
Mellon would dictate the course of 
the Pennsylvania delegation was 
based on ignorance or forgetful- 
ness of the true state of affairs in 
Pennsylvania. Whether Mellon him- 
self had lapsed into a false sense 
of power, cannot, for obvious rea- 
sons, be ascertained. 

Pushed Mellon Into Background. 

It has been told previously how

declared that Curtis, who until 
then had received scant considera- 
tion, was his choice and the choice 
of the Vare men in the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation. There was some 
further palaver, followed by a suc- 
cession of caucuses, but Vare’s dec- 
laration, coming on top of Borah’s 
ultimatum, decided the issue. 
Incidentally, it may be remarked 
again that politics makes strange 
bedfellows; Borah was one of 
those who voted to deny Vare a 
seat in the Senate. It would be 
difficult to find two men in public 
life who are further apart in ideals 
and conduct. 

It is hardly to be supposed that 
there is much sympathy between 
Vare and Hoover or between Vare 
and Curtis. Both Hoover and Cur- 
tis had great native strength in 
the convention. Curtis’ strength 
as a vice presidential candidate was 
greatly increased by his elimina- 
tion from the presidential race, 
because there was a strong inclina- 
tion among the leaders to give a 
sop to the Middle West and to 
Evrae Curtis’ personal popular- 
ty.

POLITICAL SCENE 
WILL SHIFT NEXT 
WEEK TOHOUSTOR 


Only 24 Delegates, Virgin- 
ia’s, Remain to Be Select- 
ed for Democratic Nation- 
al Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The 
political spotlight, centered on 
Kansas City and the Republicans 
during the past week, is now 
turned on Houston. There the 
Democrats, hoping to avett a repe- 
tition of the strife that split their 
ranks four years ago at Madison 
Square Garden, are beginning to 


select presidential and vice presi- 
dential nominees and draft a party 
platform. 

The Republican line-up for the 
campaign has been determined. 
Hoover and Curtis are the party 
standard bearers. The platform on 
which they stand calls, among 
other things, for vigorous enforce- 
ment of the prohibition amend- 
ment, and goes along with the 
administration on farm relief. 

At Houston, the big question to 
be settled is whether Gov. Smith 
of New York is to be the presi- 
dential nominee. That issue over- 
shadows all others, including the 
prohibition question, which ig in- 
tertwined with his candidacy, and 
farm relief, 

In 1924 Smith and McAdoo 
fought each other to a standstill] in 
the New York convention, both 
losing out in the end, This year 
McAdoo is not a candidate. Smith, 
however, is, and he has gathered 
up such an impressive total of dele- 
gates that he stands out, far 
ahead, but nevertheless the target 
of a determined, though somewhat 
scattered opposition. 

Only 24 Delegates to be Chosen. 

Only the delegates from one 
State—the 24 from Virginia where 
a convention will be held: next 
week—remain to be chosen. With 
733 1-3 of the 1100 convention 
votes needed to nominate, the 
Smith men claim that their candi- 
date is within 49 1-3 of that tots], 
and may have it before balloting 
begins. 

Of the 684 delegates placed in 
the Smith column by his sup- 
porters, 516 are classified by them 
as definitely instructed on pledges 
for him, The remainder, as they 
see it, are uninstructed delegates 
who are certain to support the New 
York Governor at the outset. In 
addition they have their eyes on 
$8 additional deiegate votes which 
they predict will swing to Smith 
quickly. This would give him 
within a dozen votes of the num- 
ber he would need to go over. 

The computations of the Smith 
followers are challenged, however, 
by his political foes, who concede 
that he probably has more than a 
majority in the bag, but who con- 
tend with figures that he is far 
from the necessary two-thirds, 

One of the objectives of the 
Smith opposition has been to build 
up a block of votes that not only 
would comprise more than one- 
third of those in the convention, 
thus giving it a veto power so far 
as the nomination is concerned, 
but also would hold together in the 
face of raids by the Smith forces.

KAW, Ok., June 16.—The Kaw 
Indians today celebrated the nom- 
ination of a blood member of their 
tribe, Senator Charles Curtis of 
Kansas, as the Republican candi- 
date for the vice-presidency. 

The Kaws are an undcmon- 
strative people, but their rejoicing 
was as sincere as the more  ex- 
uberant demonstration of _ their 
tribesman’s white friends in the 
Indians’ old Kansas home on the 
banks of ihe Kaw. The tribe's 
home: now is a reservation in a 
sejuestered bend of the Arxanéas 
river, 

“Charlie always was a good boy,”’ 
said old Ben Fronkier, 86 years 
old, the Kaw sage, who knew the 
nominee as a boy on the Kansas 
reservation. 

“The Kaw Indians surely are 
proud that Charlie was nominat- 
ed,” said Tiayah, the woman 
tribal chief, known among white 
folk as Mrs. John Eads. A simple 
telegram-—"The .Kaw tribe con- 
gratulates you on your success’— 


was dispatched to the nominee by 
Mrs. Eads. 

Mrs. Jim Auld, a cousin of the 
Senator, expressed her gratification 
that her kinsman had been hon- 
ored, and said the Indians had been 
certain that he would be accoried 
the vice-presidential, :f not the 
presidentia!, aomination. Mrs. 
Auld, a quarter-blood Kaw, lives 
on the reservation with her hus- 
band, a white farmer. 

The Kaws felt that a formal 
celebration should mark the hoaor 
to their tribe, but today they were 
awaiting the return of Emmett 
Thompson, a tribal leader, from 
Kansas City, before making any 
plans. Thompson, a wealthy oil 
man, assisted in the Curtis cam- 
paign. He is a patron of the tribe 
and usually furnishes the beef that 
forms the basis of a tribal cele- 
bration. 

The Kaws are a_ disappearing 
people. There are a scant 200 on 
the tribal rolls, and less than 40 
of these are full bloods. A few 
of the older Indians cling to the 
dress and custom of their ances- 
tors, but the younger tribesmen 
are modern.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Will- 
ingness to sidetrack the equaliza- 
tion fee in the McNary-Haugen 
farm relief bill in order to get farm 
le#islation passed in the next Con- 
gress was expressed today by Sen- 
ator McNary (Rep.), Oregon, one 
of its authors, after a conference 
with Herbert Hoover, Republican 
presidential nominee, 

McNary said he believed that the 
farm relief bill, without the equal- 
ization fee which twice has brought 
about a presidential veto of the 
legislation, would offer some meas- 
ure of ald to the American farmer, 
and would assure early passage 


"| during the next session of Con- 


gress. 

Secretary Hoover had nothing to 
say regarding the 15-minute cone 
ference with the Oregon Senator 
this morning, but McNary declared 
that the nominee was “sympathetic 
and anxious to relieve the distress 
of our farm population.” 

Says Relief Is Imperative. 

“T still believe in the fairness 
and soundness of the plan,” Mc- 
Nary said with reference to the 
equalization fee provision. “The 
necessity, however, of some meas- 
ure of farm relief‘is so imperative 
as to warrant the suggestion that 
differences of opinion must be 
composed and a common ground 
found for successful congressional 
action. — : 

“In my judgment, the enactment. 
of the bill that passed the last ses- 
sion of the Congress with the omis- 
sion of the equalization fee would 
improve the condition of agricul- 
ture. At least it would supply the 
basis upon which helpful legislation 
could be fashioned.” 

The Oregon Senator said that he 
did not contemplate abandonment 
of the equalization fee, but was 
willing to have the farm relief 
plan as passed at the Jast session 
tried out without euch a provision. 

“If this remedy were tried and 
found to he ineffective or only par- 
ly effective,” he said, “in my opin- 
ion, the Administration. and the 
Congress would unite upon an ef- 
fort to devise some other remedy 
that would prove to be sound, sane 
and successful,” 

McNary expressed the belief that 
the Republican party would keep 
its pledge to the farmers as con- 
tained in the agricultural plank n 
the platform adopted at Kansas 
City, declaring that it committed 
the party to the enactment of leg- 
islation that would place agricul- 
ture on a basis of economic equal- 
ity with industry. ' 

Provides for Farm Board. 

The McNary-Haugen bill, with- 
out the equalization fee, would cre- 
ate a Federal farm board, abun- 
dantly financed to make loans to 
co-operative associations und farm- 
er-controlle¢ stabilization corpora- 
tions for the purpose of preventing 
violent price fluctuations and of 
controlling agricultural surpluses 
through the process of orderly 
marketing. : 

“The time is not far distant,” Me- 
Nary said, “when we will consume 
our entire farm surplus at hore, 
but in the meantime, and at the 
earliest possible date, we should do 
all that can be done legislatively to 
remove agricultural depression 
‘which has weakened the whole 
economic national structure.’

OTHING in Senator Fess’ speech is 


worthy of notice except the inevitable 
fact that he ascribed to the Harding and 
Coolidge administrations all the credit for all 
the good Ahings that have happened not 
merely to America but to mankind In the 
last eight years. From the point of view 
of morals, taste, and intelligence the address 
was contemptible. From the point of view of 
politics it simply signified that the Repub- 
licans propose to run on the theory that the 
country is wholly satisfied and does not wish 
anything to be changed. 

Nevertheless there will be a change if 
Secretary Hoover is the next President) 
The eastern politicians who have tried to 
prevent his nomination have never been 
able to make the country see what sort of 
change Mr. Hoover portends. But they nev- 
ertheless feel in their bones that a change is 
coming. They are quite right. Mr. Hoover 
has a very different temperament from Mr. 
Coolidge and a very different way of ap- 
proaching the office of President. He is a 
man Of many more positive opinions. He 
is a man with much greater confidence in 
his own opinions and capacities. He has 
much less faith in the policy of letting things 
alone and much greater belief in doing 
something or other. 

With Mr. Coolidge in the “White House 
the great industrialists were dealing with a 
man who trusted their opinions more than 
he trusted his own, With Mr. Hoover they 
will be dealing with a man who thinks he 


knows as much about finance as the bank- 
ers; about manufacturing as the manufac- 
turers, about labor as the employers. They 
will be dealing with a manj who will be 
quite as ready to teach business as to run 
the government. For Mr. Hoover knows a 
good deal about a great many things, and 
what he thinks he knows he is very sure 
he knows. 


He is bound, therefore, to create a very 
different atmosphere if he goes to Wash- 
irgton. 
be and has been grossly exaggerated for 
purely political purposes. American business 
is as safe in the hands of Herbert Hoover 
or Alfred Smith as in the hands of Calvin 
Coolidge. It is childish nonsense to suppose 
that Mr. Coolidge alone has the secret of pro- 
priety or that any Pregident, Republican or 
Democratic, Conservative or Progressive, 
would or could disturb the tremendous 
structure of American industrialism.

REASSURANCE FROM MR. LOWMAN.

F ROM Mr. Seymour Lowman. who is

Organized Belgian Relief 
During the World War. 


In 1913 Hoover went to Europe 
at the request of the directors of 
the Panama Pacific Exposition to 
enlist the interest of foreign gov- 
ernments in the exposition. He was 
doing this work when the World 
War broke out. In August, 1914, at 
the request of the American Am- 
bassador at Londen, he organized a 
committee to collect and send home 
stranded Americans from the war 
zone. 

This assignment having been 
completed, he was about to sail for 
New York when the American Am- 
bassador asked him to take charge 
of the relief work In Belgium. He 
organized the Belgidn Relief Com- 
mission, wihch under his adminis- 
tration spent more than $1,400,- 
000,000 in feeding 10,000,000 Bel- 
gian and French people for more 
than four years. 

By appointment of President 
Wilson, to whom he had been rec- 
ommended by Ambassador Page, 
he took charge of the United States 
Food Administrarfon in June, 1917, 
and diretted it for the next two 
years. After the war he was in 
charge of various extensive relief 
operations in Europe. In 1921, 
President Harding appointed him 
head of the Department of Com- 
merce, which he has raised to a 
high state of efficiency. 

Such, in. barest outline, is the 
record of Hoover's multifarious ac- 
tivities—the record that proves him 
a great organizer and gives Rim 
claim also to the title of great hu- 
manitarian, even though he «may 
scem to think of humanity as com- 
prising so many units, consuming 
so many tons of food.

He probably knows 
more about conditions in Europe, 
political as well as economic, than 
any other man in the United States, 
If he is elected President, he will 
be, in effect, his own Foreign Min- 
ister. 


He Has Knack of Getting 
Capable Subordinates. 


He has the faculty of surround- 
ing himself with capable suboidi- 
nates and of inspiring in them the 
most intense loyalty. Much of hia 
campaign work was done by men 
who had previously served under 
him in his food administration and 
relief activities.

undertaken to ascertain whether or 
not a health hazard from carbon 
monoxide existed in the streets of 
our large cities, inside of auto bus- 
ses and in repair shops. 

Fourteen of the largest cities in 
the country were visited, having a 
combined population of over 139,- 
000,000 and 250 samples of air 
were obtained for carbon monox- 
ide analysis. These samples were 
taken in such a manner as to ap- 
proach the most congested condi- 
tions that may exist at a busy traf- 
fic intersection. Hence it is felt 
that these results indicate the 
maximum hazard that may exist 
today in the metropolitan thor- 
oughfares from automobile exhaust 
gas. 

The average of 141 tests made 
in city streets at peak hours of 
traffic showed a contamination of 
0.8 part of carbon monoxide per 
10,000 parts of air. Only 24 per 
cent of all] the street samples had 
more than one part of carbon 
monoxide in 10,000 of air and in 
only one location. a covered pas- 
sageway, were there as much as 2 
parts per 10,000. 

Samples taken Inside of auto 
busses yielded even lower concen- 
trations of carbon monoxide gas. 

The figures for street air, when 
viewed in the light of present day 
standards of exposure to carbon 
monoxide, do not reveal the exist- 
ence of a health hazard from this 
source of our city streets. The 
only individual who may possibly 
be exposed to a health hazard from 
inhaling street air containing auto- 
mobile exhausts gas is the traffic 
officer. This potential hazard may 
be minimized by diminishing the 
duration of exposure at the most 
congested traffic stations. 

On the other hand, of the 102 
tests made in twenty-seven garages 
in the fourteen cities visited, the 
average carbon monoxide content 
was found to be 2.1 parts in 10,- 
000. More than half of the sam-

Met Supreme Test in 
Keeping Craft Constant- 
ly on Gourse. 


By the Associated Press. - 

SAN,-FRANCISCO, June 16.— 
Radio has performed its greatest 
service to aviation in guiding four’ 
daring airmen safely 7800 mils 
from San Francisco to Australia, 
most of the way over the Pacific 
Ocean. . 

Never failing to‘give the flyers 
needed directions all the time they 
were in the air, the radio also kept 
the world. informed of what was 
taking place in the small cabin of 


the plane, the Southern Cross, as | 


it winged its way southwestward. 

To James Warner, radio operator 
of the crew, fell the lot of click- 
ing out in dots and dashes the dra- 
matic story of their progress. He 
also kept:a weather ear free for 
radio beacon signals and messages 
from- ship and shore Stations that 
are of such value to the aviator 
surrounded by dense fog, with 
nothing below but mile-deep water. 

Reception aboard the plane was 
perfect, making possible a continu- 
ous check of its position. Likewise 
land and ship stations could hear 
Warner easily, and reports came 
from many sections of the plane’s 
progress. 


Service During Storm. 
Even when the plane encount- 


ered storms on the last over-water’ 


leg of the flight, the radio con- 
tinued with its story. 

Much of the radio success was 
attributed to the careful plans fol- 
lowed in selecting the equipment, 
which was especially designed for 
airplane use. It was built sturdy 
enough to withstand the terrific 
vibration of the air machine and 
to provide great transmitting pow- 
er in small space. 

The three transmitters and re- 
ceivers* carried weighed less than 
100 pounds after being installed. 
They were encased in aluminum 
and were designed to operate on 
33.5 meters and on 600 to 740 me- 
ters, with an emergency set for use 
in case the plane was forced down. 

The short wave outfit was prac- 
tically ‘‘fool proof,’’ no adjustments 
being necessary, after its final test 
before installation. Short waves 
were used to reach land listeners, 
while the longer waves wére called 
upon to communicate with ocean 
liners and commercial land sta- 
tions. 

Emergency Set Waterproof. 

The emergency set was water- 
proof and was capable of operating 
eight hours after being plunged 
under water. It carried a special 
antenna, to the end of which was 
attached a tube of hydrogen cap- 
able of raising the wire nearly 290

‘Second Thoughts 
on 
First Nights

NEW YORK, June 16. 
ITH the arrival of mid-June, 
the theatrical season here has 
become utterly and motion- 
Secalmed. 

A play has just appeared in Chi- 
cago on its way to a fall opening 
here which really does give some- 
thing of the agreeably authentic 
horrors of the film circular. It is 
“The Portrait of the Man With Red 
Hair,’ which, if you can believe the 
reviews after its opening in En- 
gland, attempts a study of those 
eccentricities identified with the 
otherwise undistinguished Marquis 
de Sade.

Look What Mr. Ash Started 


How the Present Style of Movie Stage Shows Got Going 
and What the Talking Movies May or May Not Do to 
That End of the Show Business—Success of ‘‘The Lion 
and the Mouse’’ and Its Accémpanying Film-Vau- 
deville Causing a Flurry Among Theater Managers. 


By NIE. 


BOUT six years ago a native of Milwaukee who had worked as 
A piano player in almost all of the Chicago Honky-Tonks, found 

himself orchestra leader of a small theater in Oakland, Cal. 
One day he turned around in the pit and announced the selection 
to be played and thus started the “Bandshow,” a trade name given 
to the present vogue in picture theater entertainment. It is also 
called the Paul Ash policy in honor of the above-mentioned orchestra 
leader. 

The novelty of having an orchestra leader talk to his audiences 
soon leaked out and Ash was moved to Granada Theater in San 
Francisco. It was here the orchestra was taken out of the pit and 
p:aced on the stage as an added feature of the show. This was 
purely an economic move. 
the picture in the pit and then do a specialty on the stage with no 
increase in salary. Eventually acts were used to augment the 
straight orchestral program and Ash became a master of ceremonies 
as well as conductor. Since that time every master of ceremonies is 
expected to lead the orchestra even though he cannot read a note 
of music. Why he can't be like the first man to ever do this vaude- 
ville announcing, Loney Haskell at Hammerstein’s Victoria Roof in 
New York about 25 years ago, no one seems to know. . Because Pau! 
Ash conducted his orchestra and announced the acts all others must 


doit 
A years ago and was an overnight hit. He stayed in Chicago 

until a few weeks ago when he was moved to the Paramount 
Theater in New York. Ash’s success prompted all the big theater 
chains to try the same policy and “Bandshows” sprung up all over 
the country. The musicians’ union saw the trend of theater opera-

tion and decided that they would get something out of this new move, 


The answer is that musicians who play both in the pit and on the 
Stage get extra pay, jn some instances half as much again as the 
union scale calls for. The poor downtrodden clarinet player is now 
nmiaking froin $130 to $150 per week. 

Ash first presented in Chicago a few night club entertainers 
and high school amateurs with his band but as competition became 
keener big acts were secured and that which started out as an eco- 
nomic move in theater operation has evolved into the highest-priced 
furm of amusement the theater has ever known. Where Ash spent 
about $400 on his shows for outside talent theaters like the Ambas- 
sador, Loew’s State and the Missouri are now spending sometimes ag 
high as $5000. Scenic productions are built and used one week, 
In the old days a scenic production played a season of vaudeville 
before it was sold to a smaller actor for a smaller circuit, thereby 
working two seasons or more. 

As the Bandshow idea spread there was a hectic scramble for 
Masters of Ceremonies. Every type of actor was used. In some 
instances musicians out of orchestras were tried and found wanting, 
others filled the bill. High salaried vaudevillians were also handed a 
baton and told to go out, conduct the orchestra and be funny. Some 
of them made good, others didn’t. In St. Louis at the present time 
we have three actars acting as Bandshow leaders, Ed Lowry, Nat 
Nazarro and Frank Fay. Lowry has been the most successful. As @ 
vaudevillian he was never a knockout but there is no denying nis 
ability as a master of ceremonies. Frank Fay has been tremendous- 
ly successful in vaudeville and has been known to stay several weeks 
at the Palace Theater in New York, almost an unheard of record. 
He is a high type of humorist and his subtleties are often missed. 


Down at Loew's State the situation is different. 
is a musician and actually directs his musicians. Nazarro 
doesn’t claim to be a great comedian. When comedy is needed 
on his program he calls in comedians to get the laughs, but he puts 


on the show and handles the musical direction and stage technic 
as well as announcing.

REATHLESSLY he poured out 

his story to the Governor—just 

enough so that the executive was 
convinced Martin should be given an- 
other. respite from death.

But the Gover- 
nor’s mandate arrived barely in time, 
due to that slight readjustment which 
the. hangman had made in the knot of 
the noose.

Budd and his companion bided their 
time. One evening the detective, hav- 
ing become more or less chummy with 
the woman, invited her for an automo- 
bile ride. She accepted, little think- 
ing that Budd lay in the tonneau of 
the car, concealed by blankets. 

Speeding along into the night, with 
the detective keeping up an interesting 
conversation, Mrs. Martin had not the 
slightest suspicion that she was. be- 
ing kidnaped and rushed over the Mex- 
ican border into the United States, 
until the car was halted by the border 
patrol.

At 
that time a set of circumstances arose 
that made it necessary that he, too, 
leave the company.

tained a considerable share of it. Un- 
der the terms by which he left, he now 
says, he was to receive his salary for 
life. Iil-health was one of the reasons 
that necessitated his leaving the com- 
pany, and he went to Los Angeles, 
where he spent several years. His sai- 
ary was paid, he states, until 1911. It 
was then discontinued and his every 
plea or appeal since has been either 
ignored or refused, he says. 


™ ROM this time on the Buicks en- 
gaged in a series of ventures of 
one sort or another, in almost ev- 
ery one of which, they claim, an effort 
was made to prevent them from using 
their own name. It was natural that the 
company that was manufacturing cars 
under the name of Buick should want 
to protect the very valuable property 
that had been built up in the name 
itself, to say nothing of the great or- 
ganization behind it. And it was just 
as natural that the Buicks should wish 
to use the name that had come to have 
a certain recognized value. It is true, 
too, that in one or two instances out- 
siders, implicated in their affairs, have 
exploited the name.. 

In Los Angeles Buick had a part in 
organizing the Buick Oil Company. It 
was planned to take oil from certain 
lands that had formerly belonged to the 
Government, but the company ran into 
difficulty in the form of long and cost- 
ly litigation over the mineral rights. 
It was in financing this venture that 
he disposed of the greater part of the 
stock he owned in the Buick Automo- 
bile Company, at the current price, of 
course, far, far below what its value 
would be today, or, rather the value 
of its equivalent in General Motors 


.stock. In the course of the promotion 


of this company the name was used 
extensively in ads that purported to 
give “Dave Buick’s Own Story,”’ and 
‘Dave Buick’s Man-to-Man Talks.’’ 
Buick himself put an end to this when 
he secured the conviction of one of 
the promoters on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud. The company, of 
course, collapsed.

Tom Buick had a similar misadven- 
ture in a company which he organized 
as the Buick Auto Supply and Ga- 
rage Company. Charges of using 
the mails to defraud were brought 
against him in a complaint filed with 
the Department of Justice, but were 
quickly dropped when he presented the 
facts in the case, he states in relating 
the story of how his father has come 
to a state of virtual poverty. 

Still another venture was in con- 
nection with the Florida land 
boom. Dave Buick was made a 
partner in a company to sell homes 
and home sites. ‘“‘When Better Homes 
Are Built, Buick Will Build Them,”’ 
some of the advertisements read. This, 
of course, comes very close to the slo- 
gan used in advertising the Buick car, 
“When Better Cars Are Built, Buick 
Will Build Them.’ Action was taken 
by agents for the motor company to 
protect the trade slogan, in such a 
way, the Buicks claim, that many pros- 
pective purchasers were discouraged. 


T THE present time Dave Bu- 
A ick’s hold on his very modest job 

at the Detroit School of Trades 
is precarious, due, the Buicks claim, to 
the same determined effort to prevent 
them from exploiting their own name. 
The Buick name was naed in literature 
advertising the school and pressure was 
brought to bear, the Buicks claimed, 
by the Detroit Better Business Bureau, 
with the resylt that this policy had to 
be abandoned. He formerly held a di- 
rectorial position in the school and was 
to have had a share in the profits from 


the increased business that, it was. 


hoped, the use of his name would 
bring. Now he has been put on the 
information desk. : 

And yet, despite all this, he ex- 
presses an unshaken belief in his busi- 
ness philosophy. On the door of the 
private office he occupied up until 
very recently is a motto, ‘‘No Trials, 
No Trfumphs.”’ 

“*Success,’’ he says, ‘“‘is mostly hard 
work. It’s work and it’s stick-to-it- 
iveness. You've got to keep it up all 
the time—can’t ever look at the clock. 

“I’m not worrying. The failure is 
the man who. stays down when he 
falls—the man who sits and worries 
about what happened yesterday, in- 
stead of jumping up and figuring what 
he’s going to do today and tomorrow. 
That’s what success is—looking ahead 
to tomorrow and forgetting the past. 

“I’ve been to practically every one 
of the friends of the old days—mil- 
lionaires now, every one—and asked 
for a job, and none of them had any- 
thing for me. I’m not after charity or 
pity. I'm still strong and able. But, 
you know, it’s kind of hard for a man 
of my age to be uncertain about the 
future. I've got to have a job.’’ 

He is a neat, dapper little man, with 
nothing of the failure in his appear- 
ance. What he would like to ‘have 
would be a job in the experimental de- 
partment of one of the big motor com- 
panies. He has undeniable mechanical 
and inventive skill. As a witness there 
is his most recent invention, the Buick 
Hi-Power Carburetor. This is being 
promoted as energetically by his son 
as though a half-dozen failures did not 
already lie behind him. He has just 
recently seen the end of a long series 
of lawsuits to prevent infringement on 
the patent rights, and his hopes are 
roseate, even though the invention it- 
self is stili the most important tangi- 
ble ‘asset. And as yet the right to 
use the Buick name in connection with 
the carburetor has not been chal- 
lenged.

HE secret story be- 
hind Prince Carol's 
latest failure to re- 
gain the Rumanian 
throne, now occu- 
pied by his young 
son, has just been 
disclosed here. it 
is the story of a 
wild dash by plane, 
boat and train to distribute inflamma- 
tory manifestoes among the Rumanian 
peasants who had rallied to protest 
against the present rule of Premier 
Bratiano, a desperate endeavor made 
necessary after the British Govern- 
ment discovered Carol's original plan 
and interfered to prevent its being car- 
ried out. 

Like other episodes in recent Ru- 
manian history, it ranges all the way 
from opera bouffe, with bewhiskered 
bandits and monocled diplomats, to 
near tragedy, against a somewhat sin- 
ister background of tangled Balkan 
relations. The story is told by one of 
the participants in the plot, itself a 
hasty makeshift. 

It ended, as everyone now knows, in 
ignominious failure, as even the 
stanchest of Carol's supporters had 
feared it would. ‘Carel was expelled 
from England and the manifestoes, it 
ia thought probable, have long since 
gone up in smoke. 

Carol and his common-law. wife, 
Madame Magda Lupescu, came to En- 
giand ostensibly to visit their wealthy 
countryman, Count Jonescu. But it is 
now believed that the plot, based on 
information obtained in advance of the 
peasant uprising. was formulated be- 
fore Caro! ever left his Riviera villa. 

Maurice Lewis, a young adventurer. 
and one of the three men who took 
part in the last-minute effort to carry 
the manifestoes into Rumania, tella his 
story in an articie in a London news- 


paper: 
os © proached .by Mr. Dudley 
Heathcote, a publicist who 
has been conducting an active propa- 
ganda in Great Britain for a revision 
of the treaty of Trianon in the inter- 
est of Hungarians, who see numbers of 
their compatriots under Rumanian and 
Crecho-Siovakian rule,” Lewis re- 
lates. : | 

“He asked me if I would be pre- 
pared to accompany him to Rumania 
On a political mission of the highest 
importance. He urged that swift action 
was essential if his plan was to suc- 
ceed, and he spoke of flying to Ru- 
mania at dawn on Sunday. 

“A manifesto to the people of Ru- 
mania, which had been written by 
Prince Carol, was to be dropped over 
the great meetings of the Peasants’ 
party, which were to be held at Alba 
Julia.” 

Carol was to have had the “copy” 
ready for the printers on Friday. Buf. 
Dieasantly ensconced in Count Jones- 


N FRIDAY, May 4. I was ap- 
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cu’s country house in Surrey, the 
Prince procrastinated. And as a result 
the ‘‘copr’’ was not ready until noon 
on Saturday. Then began a wild dash 
around London to find a printer. 

“This proved to be a more difficult 
task than was imagined,’ Lewis 
writes, ‘and it became necessary to 
co-opt the motor care of the Princes 
friend in the business of making ade 
quate printing arrangements. Finally, 
a West End printer undertook to work 
nll night in order to complete the job. 
for the manifesto, written in the Ru- 
manian language. was slow work for 
an English compositor. 

“Count Jonescu came to correct the 
proofs. He arrived in a large motor 
car, accompanied by a beautiful silver 
and fawn Alsatian dog, very neat and 
spruce and highly perfumed. A 
strange man, I conciuded—big-headed. 
intellectual, ardent and apparently sin- 
cere: certainly a man of ‘drive.’ 


S has since been disclosed, Count 
A\ iesetc: was at one time a wait- 

er in a very famous London cafe. 
He came to London in 1915, virtually 
penniless. He told the director of the 
eafe that he had great skill at making 
Rumanian coffee, somewhat similar to 
Turkish coffee. He was installed in 
the restaurant to make this kind of 
coffee for the patrons, with whom he 
soon became very popular. It was 
recognized that he had a certain me- 
chanical genius, and later he became 
connected with a firm that manufac- 
tured motors, Still later he married 
a Belgian woman of great wealth. 

“In the meantime.’ Lewis goes on. 
“two airplanes had been chartered 
from the Imperial Airways, but a sec- 
ond obstacle arose. This took the form 
of uneasiness on the part of the Im- 
perial Airways as to the character of 
the cargo. Mr. Heathcote was given 
to understand in the first place that 
the Air Ministry had placed an em- 
bargo on the proposed flight, but a re- 
assurance waa given iater to the effect 
that all was well and that the air- 
pianes would be allowed to leave.”’ 

At midnight, however, the plan was 
finally checkmated. An order was is- 
sued by the [Imperia. Airways definite- 
ly cancelling the flight.

“I had been tintroduced,”’ Lewis 
writes, ‘to Captain Le Mesurier at the 
printer's. He possesses an exceeding- 
ly pleasant personality, cast in an un- 
1 istakable military mould. Six feet 
four in height, with a quick-moving 
mind and alert to all contingencies, 
Captain Le Mesurier appeared to be 
the ideal companion of adventure. 

““We—Mr. Heathcote, Captain Le 
Mesurter and myse!f—went at once to 
an hotel.

“We knew that we were being 
watched and that our chances of get- 
ting the manifestoes out of the coun- 
try were practically nil. It was now 
that Mr. Heathcote conceived the idea 
of a fourth man. We telephoned for

a motor car and dashed to the out- 
skirte of London in search of a man 
who would be prepared to pilot the 
manifestoes through the French cus- 
toms. 

‘The fourth man appeared to have 
stepped out of a Wodehouse novel.

7 THAT time Henry III was 
A xs of France. He was a weak 
and effeminate man, whose best 
trait seems to have been his love and 
understanding of dogs. Switzerland 
became embroiled in a diplomatic con- 
troversy with the French Government 
and, in the early summer of 1682, 
Kollikoffer was sent by the Swiss to 
the French King’s court to smooth 
out the difficulty. 
Kollikoffer loved and understood 
dogs quite as well as did King Henry 
II, That was one of the reasons he 


was chosen for so delicate a mission, 


gince he and Henry had so strong a 


bond in common, 

Caesar, a mighty greyhound, was 
Kollikoffer’s favorite dog, and was ut- 
terly devoted to his master. The 
Baron did not dare take him along on 
his mission to France, lest enemies 
might poison him in order to impede 
the friendly negotiations between Kol- 
likoffer and that country. So, reluc- 
tantly, he left the dog at his castle. 


as the latter was about to start on 
the journey, and had to be carried by 
force back to the kennel arranged for 
him. There the dog lay down and 
moaned and refused to touch food. 
For three days he lay thus, moaning 
and whimpering all the time, neither 
eating nor sleeping.

Andrew H. Holloman, contrac- 
tor here, has discovered some liv- 
img toads embedded in hard earth 
formations that, he claims in all 
éériousness, are survivais of 
Pleistocene geological era, which 
Would make them 600,000 years 
614. That is not an exact estimate 
but it should be close enough to 
satisfy anyone. 

While scientists have been po- 
lite enough about Holloman’s 
Pleistocene toads, they have 
shown a vast skepticism. hey 
May have flirted with the possi- 
bility of the existence of the East- 
land toad without air, food or 
Water, but this they simply would 
Bot accept. All of which disturbs 
Holloman not at all. 

Holloman has his facts and his 
belief is apparently sincere and 
@uite unshakeable. The toads were 
found, he says, in a sand and 
@favel bed near this prosperous 
Oklahoma town. And they were 
Rot the only relics of the Pleisto- 
éene era found there, either. 

Holloman is the owner of the 
tfact in which the Pleistocene 
fragments have been coming to 
light. Filling his first contract 
from the highest stratum of grav- 
61, he encountered hundreds of 
é@all baile of reddish rock with 
bite of flint and round stones em- 
bedded in their surface. As the 
digging went deeper, the rock 
balis became larger until, at a 
Gepth of from 18 to 25 feet, many 
Of them were as large as a man's 
Read.
